BOS vote 
to cancel 
Club House 
license

BELCHERTOWN -—- The 
Belchertown Selectboard unani- 
mously approved the cancellation 
of the liquor license for the Club 
House, the former restaurant at 
Cold Spring Country Club after 
an hour-long public hearing on 
Monday night. 

Town Attorney Gregg Corbo 
gave a timeline of events to the 
board and the owner of the Club 
House, Chris Brunelle, read a 
statement and answered ques- 
tions presented by the selectboard 
members. 

In his presentation of facts, 
Corbo said the board could can- 
cel a license if the license holder 
has ceased operating the licensed 
business. 

“In this matter, on Dec. 9, 
2019 the board issued a license 
to an entity known as West Mass 
Rest Group LLC DBA the Club 
House, to operate a restaurant 
and bar at 330 Chauncey Walker 
Street for 2020. The licensee’s 
lease for the premises... expired 
on March 31, 2020 and we have 
been presented with informa- 
tion that that lease has not been 
extended or renewed,” Corbo 
said. 

On May 19, 2020, the license 
holder filed a certificate of can- 
cellation with the Secretary of 
State’s office — which happens 
when an LLC has been dissolved,

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USDA extends free meals for kids through Dec. 31 


Belchertown meal 
program continues 


BELCHERTOWN - The U.S. 
Secretary of Agriculture Sonny 
Perdue announced the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture will 
extend several flexibilities through 
as late as Dec. 31. The flexibili- 
ties allow summer meal program 
operators to continue serving free 
meals to all children into the fall 
months. 

This move will help ensure — no 
matter what the situation is on-the- 
ground — children have access 
to nutritious food as the country 
recovers from the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

Belchertown School District 
Food Service Director Kelly 
Slattery said while each school 
district is “finding different ways 
to feed children — no matter what 
it’s all free.” 

Since school started last week, 
the food service department has 
been distributing meal kits to fam- 
ilies and will continue to do so. 

“When everyone enrolled start- 
ed remotely, we began offering 
meal kits like the curbside to go 
meals we’ve been doing,” Slattery 
said. “We do distributions on 
Wednesdays from 11 a.m. to 1 
p.m. at Belchertown High School. 
We are asking people to pre-order 
the meals so we don’t have a tre- 
mendous amount of preparation. 
People can access meals whether 
kids are enrolled in the school dis- 
trict or not. There are meals for 
children.” 

A meal kit includes all the food 
components listed on the menu so 
families can create meals at home 
when learning remotely. Options 
are small, which includes three 





days of breakfast, lunch, and 
milk, or large, which includes five 
days of breakfast, lunch and milk 
according to the school calendar. 
Meal components come frozen 
with reheating instructions. 

The in-depth form asks for the 
child’s name and an email address 
if the meal isn’t picked up, the 
food service department can check 
in, as Well as listing any food aller- 
gies, said Slattery. 

Order forms are available at 
http://www.belchertownps.org/dis- 
trict/school-lunch-prices. 

Once hybrid learning starts for 
each group, meals will be offered 
in school as well. 

“We may serve food in the 
classroom or in the lunchroom, 
depending on the number of stu- 
dents enrolled and the space we 
have to feed them in,” Slattery 
said. “Then they will have the 
option for meal kits for hybrid 
learning days.” 

For example, the students who 
are learning in the classroom on 
Monday and Tuesday and learn- 
ing remotely from Wednesday 
through Friday, “we’re going to 
offer them the ability to bring 
home meal kits on Tuesday and 
same for those kids who will be 
in school on Thursday and Friday, 
but remote from Monday through 
Wednesday.” 

For those looking for more 
information, Slattery is encourag- 
ing people to go to the food ser- 
vices page on the Belchertown 
Public Schools website where 
there is a frequently asked ques- 
tions section. 

“What is important to know, is 
if people would normally fill out 
an application for free or reduced 
meals, they still should,” Slattery 
said. “If funding does end in 


December, people would want to 
be qualified and we don’t want 
to scramble to get them free or 
reduced food.” 

She added that forms were sent 
to students in the district, but are 
available on the district website 
as well. 

USDA’s Food and Nutrition 
Service 1s extending a suite 
of nationwide waivers for the 
Summer Food Service Program 
and Seamless Summer Option 
through the end of 2020, or until 
available funding runs out. This 
includes: 

e Allowing SFSP and SSO 
meals to be served in all areas and 
at no cost; 

e Permitting meals to be served 
outside of the typically-required 
group settings and meal times; 





¢ Waiving meal pattern require- 
ments as necessary; and 

e Allowing parents and guard- 
ians to pick-up meals for their 
children. 

Collectively, these flexibili- 
ties ensure meal options for chil- 
dren continue to be available so 
children can access meals under 
all circumstances. USDA 1s tak- 
ing this unprecedented action to 
respond to the needs of its stake- 
holders, who have shared con- 
cerns about continuing to reach 
those in need without enlisting the 
help of traditional summer sites 
located throughout communities 
across the US. While there have 
been some well-meaning people 
asking USDA to fund this through 
the entire 2020-2021 school year, 
USDA is obligated to not spend

more than is appropriated by con- 
gress. 

Importantly, the summer 
meal program waiver extensions 
announced are based on current 
data estimations. Over the past six 
months, partners across the coun- 
try have stood up nearly 80,000 
sites, handing out meals at a high- 
er reimbursement rate than the 
traditional school year program. 
USDA has continuously recalcu- 
lated remaining appropriated funds 
to determine how far we may be 
able to provide waivers into the 
future, as congress did not autho- 
rize enough funding for the entire 
2020-2021 school year. Reporting 
activities are delayed due to States 
responding to the pandemic; how- 
ever based upon the April data 
we currently have available, FNS 
projects that it could offer this 
extension, contingent on funding, 
for the remaining months of 2020. 
USDA will continue to active- 
ly monitor this rapidly evolving 
situation and continue to keep 
Congress informed of our current 
abilities and limitations. 

Since the start of the public 
health emergency, FNS has been 
maximizing existing program ser- 
vices and flexibilities to ensure 
those in need have access to food 
through our 15 federal nutrition 
assistance programs. To date, 
USDA has provided more than 
3,000 flexibilities across these pro- 
grams. USDA has also leveraged 
new and innovative approaches 
to feeding kids, including a pub- 
lic-private partnership that provid- 
ed nearly 40 million meals direct- 
ly to the doorsteps of low-income 
rural children.

Our fluid model will work com- 
pletely in-person, completely vir- 
tual or can seamlessly transition 
between the two as needed.”

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Winter rye is a 
great investment in 
next year's garden 


ou might think that sowing the seeds of any- 
thing this time of year is a waste. Not so! In 
fact, planting winter rye is a great investment 
in next year’s garden. Who 
couldn’t use a bit more organic 
matter in their soil? I know I 
could, and incorporating winter 
rye grass into the garden patch 
come springtime is a great way 
to achieve that goal. Winter rye 
is one of the few winter hardy 
cover crops. 

What exactly is a cover crop? 
A simplified but accurate defi- 
nition would be: “a group of 
like or mixed plants that protect 
and enrich the soil.” Instead of 
leaving the ground barren for any length of time, and 
thereby at risk of erosion and nutrient loss, we plant 
cover crops. Experienced cover croppers plant them 
even in the summer months, in any part of the garden 
not taken up by crops. I have been most successful uti- 
lizing them during late fall and winter. 

Winter rye (Secale cereale) is my cover crop of 
choice. It is hardy in our area and can be planted 
successfully after the garden is cleaned up for the sea- 
son. As its name would suggest, winter rye is a grain 
that belongs to a large plant family by the name of 
Gramineae. Besides other grains such as wheat, barley, 
and oats, this family includes bamboo and many of 
our favorite lawn grasses among its members. Many 
legumes and clovers are also used as cover crops. 
They have the advantage of “fixing” nitrogen from the 
air and returning it to the soil where it can feed other 
plants. One legume by the name of hairy vetch will 
successfully overwinter in our climate and is often 
used as a companion to winter rye. It can’t be sown as 
late, however, so I stick with my old stand-by. 

Winter rye, when sown in the early fall establishes 
itself quickly. Thick, fibrous roots anchor the soil 
during the winter and spring months, protecting it 
from erosion caused by wind and rain. These same 
roots will hold on to valuable nutrients, preventing 
them from being leached out of the ground during 
spring run-off. Besides all of that, the amount of 
organic matter winter rye adds to the soil when tilled 
in prior to spring planting is remarkable. At less than 
$30 per 50 pound bag, it is well worth the monetary 
investment. 

After the harvest what is left of my garden is hauled 
off to the compost pile. I hoe up the rows a bit and 
sow the seed by hand, “broadcast” it if you will, by 
scattering it in one direction, then the other. After all 
the seed is sown, I cover it by dragging the flat end of 
a steel rack back and forth in the soil. If rain is not in 
the forecast, I'll water every day for a few days in a 
row. Germination should occur in a week or so but will 
cease at the first sign of super cold weather. 

When the ground begins to thaw, winter rye will 
start growing again. I glory in a green “lawn” in 
March, even if it is only in my garden. About a month 
prior to planting other crops I chop down the grass 
with hedge clippers and turn the plants into soil by 
hand. For big plots you can enlist the help of a roto- 
tiller. Here a weed whacker or lawnmower would be 
put to good use cutting down the grass first. This step 
prevents tall grass blades from getting caught in the 
tines of the tiller and will also expedite decomposition 
of the rye into the soil. It is important to wait until 
decomposition occurs prior to planting anything else 
since this process may inhibit the growth of some 
plants. As mentioned a month or even three weeks will 
suffice. If I know I am going to start peas or other very 
early crops I do leave a section of the garden free of 
rye so that sowing Is easy.

Were all in this together

e are a nation adrift. Even before 

W the pandemic and George Floyd’s 

death, the U.S. was piling on 
problems with little sense that we had 
either the leadership or the political will to 
address them. The coronavirus and Black 
Lives Matter protests have amplified those 
challenges, throwing older ones into stark 
relief and adding new ones. 

I am as convinced as ever that this coun- 
try has the strength and ingenuity to find its 
way out. I don’t know about you, but I see 
rising out of the multiple crises besetting 
us a bedrock recognition that there 1s much 
work to do, which requires a new will- 
ingness to overcome the inertia of recent 
years. 

Not that this will be easy: the scale of 
our problems is too immense to resolve 
them outright. The stark inequities in eco- 
nomic opportunity, policing, and crimi- 
nal justice that have sparked ongoing pro- 
tests are too deep-seated for quick fixes— 


though, hearteningly, there seems to be 
a widespread conviction among ordinary 
Americans that change is due. The econo- 
my in recent years has done just fine for a 
relatively small group of people at the top 
but has left too many Americans fearing 
that they won’t be able to fend for them- 
selves or their families. These differences 
are even more glaring now: the pandemic is 
eviscerating small businesses and upending 
the lives of millions as larger companies 
and well-connected entrepreneurs position 
themselves to thrive. Digging out will be 
the work of years. 

We face other immense issues that 
have been allowed to drift. People who 
are chronically sick today have their lives 
upended and often wind up in debt, yet 
much as we talk about health care being a 
human right, we don’t act that way. Many 
Americans worry that immigrants are tak- 
ing jobs and reshaping the lives they know, 
yet our political system has been unable to

according to Corbo. 

“It 1s apparent the license holder has not 
operated the licensed business in 2020 and 
it does not have the right to continue oper- 
ating at the licensed premises,’ Corbo said. 
“Tt has also been alleged in documentation 
given to the board that another entity has a 
lease to operate a restaurant at the licensed 
premises going forward. Even if the cur- 
rent license holder wished to resume, they 
would not be able to do so.” 

Brunelle read a statement he prepared. 

He said in January, the landlord of the 
Club House and the LLC were unable to 
come to terms and ceased their business 
relationship. 

“We were notified of tonight’s meeting 
on Aug. 14, 2020, and it is the first notice 
that has been received where we have been 
asked to speak or comment on this matter,” 
Brunelle said. “As of today, the license held 
by West Mass Rest Group has not nor has 
ever been applied for at any time by any 
party. We would ask that this license not 
be revoked as it is an asset and we have the 
right to treat it as one.”

Corbo asked Brunelle about any actions 
that were taken to transfer the license to 
another party and what actions are planned 
if the license wasn’t cancelled. 

“At this point we have nothing on the 
table (to transfer the license),” said 
Brunelle. “No one has contacted us to 
have it transferred and we have no plan to 
because we haven’t been contacted.” 

When asked if he was marketing the 
license for sale, Brunelle said he was not. 

Corbo asked what Brunelle would do 
with the license if it was not cancelled, to 
which he answered, “If I’m not approached 
to sell, then it will obviously expire at the 
end of the year.” 

He also told the board they were 
not looking for another location in 
Belchertown to use the license and even if 
it were the case, they wouldn’t be able to 
use the license. 

Brunelle said the market value of the 
license is $1 “because there are active 
licenses available.” 

Corbo said there are seven available 
liquor licenses in Belchertown which could 
be applied for, but there cannot be two with 
the same address.

Selectboard member Ed Boscher said he 
was hard pressed not to cancel the license. 

“It’s going to end on Dec. 31 anyway

move beyond either “fence them out” or 
“welcome them” to reckon with how we 
adjust creatively and humanely to demo- 
graphic change. Our tax code is riddled 
with loopholes created for and exploited 
by people of higher income, yet those with 
the power to change it have refused to do 
so. We face an ever-rising national debt, 
with no political will to address it. We’re 
involved in countless conflicts overseas, 
with no strategic clarity or concerted effort 
to ask why and for what purpose. 

So, what do we do? Obviously, there are 
specific policies we could pursue, on eco- 
nomic opportunity, for instance, some form 
of universal basic income or at least a rise 
in the federal minimum wage, which hasn’t 
budged from $7.25 an hour since 2009, 
would at least help workers save a little and 
reduce anxiety in times of uncertainty. But 
overall, how we set about fixing ourselves 
matters as much as the specifics of what 
we do. 

For one thing, most of these problems 
can’t really be solved, only managed. 
Because of their scope and complexity, 
there’s no single remedy. There are mul- 
tiple things that need to be done, and the 
vital thing is to get started doing them and 
not be hamstrung by partisan differences. 

Secondly, we are long past the point 
where one sector can afford to sit things 


out. We need government, the private sec- 
tor, and nonprofits to work together. The 
old saws that solutions lie chiefly with 
government or that government is useless 
long ago lost their relevance. When you’re 
dealing with problems of this magnitude, 
the answers lie with both the public and 
private sectors, and they need to focus 
together on the common good. Our federal 
system allows experimentation. Different 
approaches can be tried at local, regional, 
state, federal and non-government sector 
levels. 

Finally, we all have to recognize our 
stake as Americans in the problems that 
beset the country, not just the ones that 
concern us directly. Our society 1s ailing. 
We have the strength to rebuild, but not if 
we continue to withdraw to our little war- 
ring camps and lob insults at one another. 
Only if we make “we’re all in this togeth- 
er” more than just five empty words can we 
overcome the enmity, division and harmful 
drift of the last few years.

bucket, and let the Unclaimed Property 
team assist you,” said Treasurer Deborah 
Goldberg.

These accounts have 
had too much hang time and are turned 
over to the state after three years of inac- 
tivity. 

Last year, Treasury processed over 
110,000 claims of over $130 million in 


property to its rightful owners.

The update of all new individuals and 
businesses added to the unclaimed prop- 
erty list will be published in the Boston 
Globe on September 13th and will be in the 
Boston Herald on September 20th. In addi- 
tion, the names will be published in over 
30 regional and local papers. 

The Treasury releases an updated list of 
unclaimed property assets every six months 
as the new accounts are turned over to the 
Commonwealth. There is no buzzer beater 
needed for a person to claim this property 
and, in many cases, claimants will receive 
interest accumulated.

gymnasium. Each classroom will have its 
own bathroom facility and a door that leads 
directly to an outside playground area. 

“We now have two stalls and two sinks 
in each bathroom, which is really help- 
ful because we’re washing our hands a lot 
more now,” she said. “We also have chang- 
ing tables with a half wall, so staff can see 
the room.” 

Additionally, the new facility brings all 
the programs the center has to offer under 
one roof. Bruni said they were previously 
using space at some of the public school 
and because of that, had to follow the 
school calendar, which didn’t allow them 
to serve their families every day of the year. 

“We’re all under one roof now from the 
children 15 months old to 14 years old,” 
Bruni said. “The kids don’t have to cross 
the parking lot to get to the playground, 
because it’s connected to each classroom. 
It’s a really kid-friendly building — we built 
it with them in mind.” 

Bruni said the day school has had previ- 
ous locations on State St. and East Walnut 
St., prior to the new permeant location. 

Both Bruni and Gutekenst said while 
COVID-19 has posed some challenges, the 
day school was able to open on time and 
looks forward to a future date to host open 
houses and a ribbon-cutting ceremony. 

“We’re definitely thrilled to be here,” 
Gutekenst said. “This has been a long time 
coming and it’s a beautiful building to be in 
and see its potential for the future.” 

The project was aided by grant fund- 
ing from the Children’s Investment Fund’s 
Early Education and Out of School Time 
Capital Fund with additional financing 
from Blue Hub Capital, the Children’s 
Investment Fund and the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s Community Facilities 
Program.

Freedom Credit Union 
warns of online 
sweetheart scams 


SPRINGFIELD — Freedom 
Credit Union (FCU), headquartered in 
Springfield and serving members in the 
four counties of western Massachusetts 
and Hartford and Tolland counties in 
Connecticut, wishes to warn the pub- 
lic of emerging sweetheart scams. 
According to data from the Federal 
Trade Commission’s Consumer Sentinel 
Network, more than $200 million was 
reported lost last year by 20,000 individ- 
uals falling victim to online schemers. In 
comparison, 8,500 people filed claims of 
$33 million in losses in 2015. 

Sweetheart scammers, also common- 
ly referred to as romance scammers or 
catfishers, prey on individuals looking 
for love or companionship online. By 
creating phony online profiles and back- 
grounds, these individuals forge relation- 
ships by gaining trust and then seeking 
monetary gain. Often, an emergency will 
be fabricated; creating a storyline and 
opportunity to request money from the 
unsuspecting victim. 

“Internet dating sites have become 
increasingly popular, especially during 
the early spring months, with people 
spending more time inside and with more 
free time,” explained President Glenn 
Welch. “With so much at stake, we want 
to raise awareness to protect members of 
our community from falling prey.” 

Welch offered the following signs of a 
potential scam. The individual: 

¢ Professes love or affection quickly 

e Asks to move the conversation off the 
chat or dating website 

e Requests money or gifts to handle an 
emergency medical bill or travel expense 

e Offers to meet in person, but always 
offers an excuse as to why they must can- 
cel plans 

Consumers who believe they’ve been a 
victim of a sweetheart scam can report the 
incident to the FTC at ftc.gov/complaint.

Chicopee’s school committee 
was tentatively scheduled to vote 
on Sept. 16.

No playoffs, but fall 
season of great 
impact in many ways

he Massachusetts 

Interscho-lastic Athletic 

Association and the several 

state government agencies have 

finally come to agreements and 
there will be a “fall season.” 

While there are many who are 
unhappy with the significantly 
modified rules for soccer and field 
hockey, you can guarantee the 
athletes who will take the field at 
the end of this week will be grate- 
ful to do so. 

Granted, soccer will change 
significantly. No walls to block 
close-range direct kicks, no cor- 
ner kicks to headers for goals. 
The game will be different. 

But after six months of almost 
“lockdown” conditions, the ath- 
letes who will participate in these 
modified games will be able to 
take advantage of the benefits 
offered by playing interscholastic 
sports. 

First, they will get to work on 
teamwork and great communica- 
tion skills. Those will be import- 
ant now more than ever as the 
players get used to these tempo- 
rary rules. These are values and 
skills that are taught no matter 
what, but most players have gone 
without this repetition for six 
months. Soccer players, specifi- 
cally, also missed out on a sum- 
mer season that is always so valu- 
able to in preparing for the very 
competitive fall season. 

Second, many of the student 
athletes who will be seniors this 
year will not have to suffer the 
same unfortunate fate as the Class 
of 2020’s spring athletes. Those 


student-athletes lost out on their 
entire final seasons in baseball, 
softball, lacrosse, tennis, track, 
and boys volleyball. Additionally, 
these seniors will be making deci- 
sions about where they want to 
go to college and have this one 
opportunity be scouted for these 
sports. The college recruitment 
process is also pretty important to 
many skilled juniors. 

And third, everyone’s men- 
tal health will benefit from the 
return to high school sports. 
More than any other competitive 
sports league, even profession- 
als, are the enjoyment for parents 
of watching their children com- 
pete at the highest level, varsity. 
When that was taken away from 
athletes, coaches, and parents, it 
was a very tough time. Instead 
of practicing daily, students were 
shuttered to their homes. They 
were unable to see friends, work 
out, and improve their skills. The 
extended closure of most public 
places further exacerbated those 
restrictions. Now that high school 
sports are returning, it will great 
improve that morale among stu- 
dents. An opportunity to play, 
compete, and ultimately, have fun. 
Which is something most high 
school athletes have not had since 
the state basketball playoffs were 
abruptly shut down on March 10. 

Hopefully everyone will do 
their part, wearing masks, social- 
ly distancing, and making every 
effort to obey modified rules so 
nothing will be shut down as we 
continue the elusive wait for a 
vaccine and a return to normalcy. 

In the meantime, good luck to 
the Fall 1 athletes on this import- 
ant step back to normalcy.
